This is a Restriction and an Election of Species for application number 
10/783,803 Mounting Frame and Min^or Assembly for Flat Panel Display filed on 
2/20/04. Claims 1-8 are subject to restriction. 

Election/Restrictions 
Restriction to one of the following inventions Is required under 36 U.S.C. 121 :
